In the year 1915 Clearficld county expended the sum of $25,- 


263.23 for materials and supplies for the court house, county jail, 
county home, and miscellaneous materials and supplies and ser- 
vices for the county, exclusive of bridge work. 


WITH THE SINGLE EXCEPTION OF THE JOB OF PRINT- 


ING THE ELECTION BALLOTS, an item involving an expendi- 
ture of less than $400, NOT A SINGLE DOLLAR OF THIS MON- 
EY WAS EXPENDED ON SERVICES OR MATERIALS FOR 
FOR WHICH BIDS WERE ASKED. Competitive figures were 
not even obtained before purchasing any item of the budget except 
the ballots. 


As a business man, would you undertake the expenditure of 


such a sum of money without the precaution of insuring yourself 
against unfair dealing by calling for bids for such services and 
materials as ordinarily are sold under similar conditions on a com- 
petitive basis? Hardly. You would show extremely bad judgment 
if your coal bill for a year amounted to $1572.87, as the county's did 
last year, and you failed to buy it on contract. 
Your business 


ability might be further questioned if you bought groceries and 
meats to the amount of $7477.75, as the county did last year, in the 
open market, without asking for competitive bids on the staple 
articles which composed the bulk of the purchases. 


If repairs 
to 'your premises, including hardware and 


plumbing, amounted to $5433.31,-as the county's did last year, 
would you hand this work around promiscuously, or would you 
ask for competitive bids on most of it, at least the larger items? 
You would if you had much respect for your bank balance. 


Since the publication of the Progress a few days ago of a sug- 


gestion that' the county commissioners would serve the best inter- 
ests of the taxpayers if they required bids on all purchases'of sup- 
plies, services or materials in excess of $100, this office has receiv- 
ed dozens of letters, personal visits and telephone calls from tax- 
payers who are fully in accord with the idea. None of these voice 
the suspicion that there has been graft or advantage of any nature 
in the purchase of supplies, but all agreed that the practice of 
purchasing in open market is vicious and not designed to give the 
people who foot the bills the most for their money. 


Certain it is that any well regulated business (and should not 


the county of Clearfield be a well regulated business?) is conduct- 
ed along entirely different lines. Competitive bidding nowadays is 
the rule where large quantities of supplies or services are bought, 
either out of private purses or public treasuries. 


The people of this county have a right to be assured that their 


money is expended honestly. AND THE ONLY WAY THEY 
HAVE OF GAINING THAT ASSURANCE IS TO DEMAND 
THAT THE COMMISSIONERS STOP THE PRACTICE OF BUY- 
ING IN THE OPEN MARKET. 


The business men of t'learfield who are not favored with any 


of the county's business, for political, personal or other reasons, 
are entitled to the privilege of competing. They are willing to en- 
ter into competition, and want the opportunity. It is not only un- 
fair to the taxpayers who are compelled to pay over-the-counter 
prices for supplies which should be bought in bulk, or the prices 
fixed by a favored merchant who knows that his figures will not 
be endangered by those of his competitor.

FOR WHICH BIDS WERE ASKED. Competitive figures were 
not even obtained before purchasing any item of the budget except 
the ballots. 


As a business man, would you undertake the expenditure of 


such a sum of money without the precaution of insuring yourself 
against unfair dealing by calling for bids for such services and 
materials as ordinarily are sold under similar conditions on a com- 
petitive basis? Hardly. You would show extremely bad judgment 
if your coal bill for a year amounted to $1572.87, as the county's did 
last year, and you failed to buy it on contract. 
Your business 


ability might be further questioned if you bought groceries and 
meats to the amount of $7477.75, as the county did last year, in the 
open market, without asking for competitive bids on the staple 
articles which composed the bulk of the purchases. 


If repairs 
to 'your premises, including hardware and 


plumbing, amounted to $5433.31,-as the county's did last year, 
would you hand this work around promiscuously, or would you 
ask for competitive bids on most of it, at least the larger items? 
You would if you had much respect for your bank balance. 


Since the publication of the Progress a few days ago of a sug- 


gestion that' the county commissioners would serve the best inter- 
ests of the taxpayers if they required bids on all purchases'of sup- 
plies, services or materials in excess of $100, this office has receiv- 
ed dozens of letters, personal visits and telephone calls from tax- 
payers who are fully in accord with the idea. None of these voice 
the suspicion that there has been graft or advantage of any nature 
in the purchase of supplies, but all agreed that the practice of 
purchasing in open market is vicious and not designed to give the 
people who foot the bills the most for their money. 


Certain it is that any well regulated business (and should not 


the county of Clearfield be a well regulated business?) is conduct- 
ed along entirely different lines. Competitive bidding nowadays is 
the rule where large quantities of supplies or services are bought, 
either out of private purses or public treasuries. 


The people of this county have a right to be assured that their 


money is expended honestly. AND THE ONLY WAY THEY 
HAVE OF GAINING THAT ASSURANCE IS TO DEMAND 
THAT THE COMMISSIONERS STOP THE PRACTICE OF BUY- 
ING IN THE OPEN MARKET. 


The business men of t'learfield who are not favored with any 


of the county's business, for political, personal or other reasons, 
are entitled to the privilege of competing. They are willing to en- 
ter into competition, and want the opportunity. It is not only un- 
fair to the taxpayers who are compelled to pay over-the-counter 
prices for supplies which should be bought in bulk, or the prices 
fixed by a favored merchant who knows that his figures will not 
be endangered by those of his competitor.
